Recommended adoption of the city’s 
proposed budget for 1977-78 will be 
a m o n g

significance at the meeting of the Lom­ 
poc City Council Tuesday at 7 30 p m, in 
the school administration board room. 
1301 North A Street 
The funding amount of the $11.123,465 
preliminary budget has changed by ap­ 
proximately $100.000 since the last coun­ 
cil meeting, largely due to health in­ 
surance increases for employes There 
may be discussion of what the city will 
do concerning budgeting of operation of 
the city jail depending upon the result of 
reconsideration of funding by the county 
board of supervisors at their meeting 
tonight The council has decided the jail 
will be closed June 30 if the county 
doesn't agree to take on 60 per cent of the 
$100.000 annual operation expenses The 
supervisors turned down such a proposal 
June 10. surprising city offic ials who had 
negotiated a proposed contract with the 
aid of Supervisor Robert Hedlund and 
countv adm inistrative offices 
Also on the agenda Tuesday will be* a 
recommendation for a refuse collection 
fee increase of $1 47 from the current 
$3 31 monthly rate for twice weekly 
pickup in residential areas 
Assistant 
City Administrator Bob Livingston said 
the increase is being proposed because of 
rising equipment and supply expenses as 
well as employe costs 
Jack Lam. community development 
director for the city, will also make a 
report concerning the recommendation 
that the city council renew its contract 
with the Commumtv Action Commission 
to operate the city bus system for 
another year The recommendation to 
be made bv City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers. provides for the system to be 
o p era ted on the ex istin g dem and- 
responsive basis in which buses answer 
individual calls for service The service 
was provided on a trial basis for 10 
months

'Black Gold' begins flow 
from Alaska's North Slope 


PRUDHOE BAY. Alaska (UPI) 
The 
“ black gold 
of Alaska's North Slope 
begins its long-awaited trip to the Am eri­ 
can consumer today 
With monitors watching every inch of 
the 800-mile pipeline that took nine years 
and $9 9 billion to construct, oil was to 
begin flowing toward the ice-free port of 
Valdez today at the initial rate of 300.000 
barrels a day 
It will take 30-40 days for the oil, ooz­ 
ing southward at 1 1 miles per hour, to 
reach Valdez on Alaska's south coast, 
from where it will be shipped by tankers 
to West Coast refineries 
Within the year, officials of the con­ 
troversial project expect 
12 million 
barrels a day to be flowing through the 
pipeline, supplying about 15 per cent of 
America's domestic crude oil require­ 
ments 
At exactly 9 a m <2 p m 
EDT). an 
eight-foot long metal “ pig.'' similar in 
shape to a huge bar bell, will be pushed 
into the main pipeline inside pump sta­ 
tion No 
1 on the Arctic shore of the 
North Slope

The departm ent had estimated two 
months ago that the GNP grew at an es­ 
tim ated annual rate of 5 2 per cent dur­ 
ing the first three months of this year 
Last month.

was a $14 4 billion measure for the 
agriculture Department, which among 
other things would implement plans for a 
$240 million sugar subsidy 
The House also plans debate and votes 
on foreign assistance and defense ap 
propriations bills later in the week 
The Senate was starting the week with 
a bill a p p ro p ria tin g funds for the 
T r e a s u r y 
D e p a r t m e n t 
an d 
la te r 
scheduled a federal mine safety bill 
transferring 
federal enforcement 
a c­ 
tivities from the Interior Department to 
the Labor Department 
That bill also would bring hard rock 
mines under the coal mine health and 
safety law 
On energy the House Ways and Means 
Committee expects to decide on P resi­ 
dent Carter's proposed rebates of in­ 
dustrial fuel taxes, then turn to incen­ 
tives for developing geothermal energy 
sources and increased drilling for oil and 
gas 
The issues are the last in the commit 
tee’s first round of consideration on the 
tax parts of C a rte r’s energy- program 
The second round will take another week 
or more 
The House Com m erce subcommittee 
on energy is considering requirements 
for industrial conversion to coal and is 
expected to complete non tax portions of 
C a rte r’s program this week

The review bv the council is an annual 
requirement, according to Kaufman 
In other action affecting Lompoc, the 
council adopted a regional transporta­ 
tion plan 
Kaufman said the plan con­ 
tains governmental machinery that will 
m ake it easv to implement various, 
future road improvements including the 
extension of Central Avenue to connect 
with Highway 246 
Funding for the bus line comes from 
SB 325 monies Kaufman said

Commerce said that the GNP is now 
estimated at a seasonally adjusted an­ 
nual rate of $1 799 trillion $54 2 billion 
above the fourth quarter of last year 


The GNP price deflator showed that 
inflation was m easured at a 5.7 per cent 
annual rate during the first quarter. 0 2 
per cent above the estim ate issued last 
month 
Supreme Court rules 
on abortion funding 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The Supreme 
Court ruled 6 to 3 today that poor women 
have no legal or («institutional right to 
state-funded elective abortions. 
The opinion said states may give 
benefits to poor women who carry their 
pregnancies to full term while denying 
them to those who want abortions 
Speaking for the m ajority in cases 
from 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Connecticut, 
Justice Lewis Powell said the states may 
choose a policy <>f encouraging child­ 
birth 
And he said they have a wide 
latitude in deciding among competing 
demands f or limited public’ funds 
Powell said this policy does not im ­ 
pinge on the constitutional right es­ 
tablished in 1973 when the Supreme 
Court -truck down state laws forbidding 
abortions 
In a flurry of orders and opinions as it 
pressed toward adjournment by the end 
of this month the court also 
Agreed to decide whether Tennessee 
mav properly bar all m embers of the 
clergv from its 1977 constitutional con­ 
vention 
Ruled unanimously that Texas is un­ 
der the 1965 Voting Rights act and can 
obtain relief only through the usual legal 
procedure of getting the consent of the 
U S attorney general or a U S district 
court in the District of Columbia 
Ruled 6 to 3 that South Carolina may 
implement a 1973 state Senate reappor­ 
tionm ent plan because the attorney 
general failed to object to it within 60 
days as required 
in the Tenneessee case, the State 
Suprem e Court 
upheld the ban on 
clergymen despite claim s that it violated 
the freedom of religion guarantee in the 
Constitution 
Tennessee Secretary of State Gentry 
Crowell said the Rev 
Paul McDaniel 
pastor of the Second Missionary Baptist 
Church in Chattanooga will serve as a 
delegate “ unless somebody puts a paper 
on my desk saving he won t ’’

Thev said the disparity in state funding 
“ clearlv operate1- to coerce indigent 
pregnant women to bear children they 
would not otherwise choose to have and 
just a** clearly this coercion can only 
operate upon the poor who are uniquely 


the victims of this form of financial pres­ 
sure " 


Indigent women who were denied abor­ 
tions brought the lawsuits on the ground 
that state practice ran counter to both 
the Social Security Act and the Constitu­ 
tion 


In another case, the Justices ruled that 
a St 
Louis City hospital staffed by 
Roman Catholics also can refuse abor­ 
tions The court said the policy of Mayor 
John Poelker to withhold abortions ex­ 
cept when there is a grave threat to the 
health of the mother can be tested at the 
polls

Contract legalities and m alpractice in­ 
surance coverage are among several 
problems still hindering the establish­ 
ment of a county clinic in Lompoc for 
pregnant 
Medical 
patients 
County 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund said today 
Hedlund said he would meet today with 
County Health Director Dr Lawrenee 
Hart to discuss various difficulties in 
contracting Lompoc doctors to treat the 
Medical patients 
Under a proposed arrangem ent, the 
county would pay local doctors about 
$150 per patient, to supplement what the 
doctors consider insufficient payment 
from Medical 
Currently, pregnant Medical patients 
from Lompoc must travel for pre-natal 
care and delivery to Santa Maria and 
Santa Barbara, where the county does 
pay obstetricians to accept the women 
County Health Director Dr Lawrence 
Hart, 
Lompoc District Hospital 
Ad 
m inistrator William Diebner. four Lom­ 
poc doctors and Hedlund’s assistant 
Doree Webb met June 8 to discuss a con­ 
tract between the county and local doc 
tors 


At the meeting, according to one 
obstetrician. Dr 
Lewis Campbell, the 
county expressed willingness to contract 
Lompoc doctors as it does those in Santa 
Maria 
However Campbell added, the 
county could not guarantee* the legality, 
security, or extension of such a contract 
Campbell said that Hart indicated that 
the state attorney general had raised 
some objections to the county Medical 
subsidy program 
Hedlund said he did 
not yet know the nature of the objections, 
but would discuss them today with Hart 
Hart could not be reached today. 


Campbell, who stopped accepting OB 
Medical patients about a year ago when 
malpractice insurance rates helped to 
boost obstetrical costs, said he prohably 
would not provide his services without 
assurances that 
the county contract 
would be valid At the meeting, he said, 
“The two obstetricians present were 
afraid of it 


It was decided at the meeting that any 
public statem ents about their discus­ 
sions would be released from Supervisor 
Hedlund s office 
Hedlund s assistant Webb said that 
new problems come to the county's a t­ 


tention since the meeting have caused 
her office to refrain from publishing any 
statement 
“ We know for sure,” Webb added 
though, “ the county is going to set up a 
pre-natal Medical clinic in Lompoc “ She 
said the county might establish the clinic 
in the health departm ent of the Veterans 
Memorial Building rather than at the 
Lompoc hospital 
Dr Campbell commented, however, 
there may 
be not enough or no local 
doctors to staff the* clinic “ You can set 
up 15 clinics in town, but when a woman 
goes into labor at 3 a m and there are no 
doctors, there is nothing you can do 
about it " 
If no local doctors agreed to contract 
with the county to serve the Medical 
women, county nurses could still give 
routine checkups at the clinic Women 
with apparent pre-natal complications 
and those going into labor would still 
have to travel out of town for a doctor's 
ca re 
Also am ong 
possibilities for 
providing local obstetrical care, a travel­ 
ing OB doctor, planned to be hired by the 
county with funds from a state grant, 
could 
periodically 
staff the Lompoc 
clinic

Leonid Brezhnev arrived in 
France today on his first visit 
abroad since taking on the title 
of president a week ago Police

We sent out over 300 applications 
for the marathon and expect another 
100-200 people to show up the day of 
the race,” 
The race will be run Sunday at 8 
a m 
and will begin from Huyck 
Stadium 
With an estimated 500 runners 
Lompoc may experience its first 
people 
jam 
And on a Sunday 
morning no less. 
The idea of adding the marathon 
to the Distance Carnival came to 
Sciame and he discussed it with 
members of the Club 
“ I threw out a suggestion to John 
Perkins who is very active in the 
club, and he said it sounded like a 
pretty good idea 
‘ We knew Lompoc would be a 
good place to have the marathon 
because the weather is mild during 
the summertime 
It was just a 
thought we hud at the time," Sciame 
said 


“ We brought it up at our February 
meeting and everybody thought it 
was a great idea 


"Bill Americh has done most of 
the work in the marathon area He is 
coordinating people who will work

Today 1 will run 26 miles. 385 
vards" and expect to finish after 
logging around the block once 


According to Sciame. most of the 
top marathoners will run (rarely 
jog i 50-60 miles a week Exceptional 
cases might run 100 per week Those 
100-milers are the fanatics, we 
would suspect 


If anyone saw the ABC special 
with Olympic marathoner Frank 
Shorter and the meal he eats before 
a race, it would seem impossible 
that one man of any size could put 
away as much food as Shorter did 
then run 26 miles 


Sciam e explained the rar- 
bohydrates in the meal were sup 
posed to help marathoners during 
the race. "But I would think a run­ 
ner should load up on carbohydrates 
at least three days before the race 
so it could be absorbed into his 
system." Sciame said 


I would sav that most runners 
would be taking in more car­ 
bohydrates a week before the race, 
but I wouldn’t think they would real- 
ly load up the day of the race 
At any rate 
Sciame and the 
Distance Club should be com­ 
mended for undertaking such a giant 
task

Gentle rinse saves chamois 


P O L L Y ’S P R O B L E M 


DEAR FO LLY — We use a chamois to wash the car 
but between uses it dries, cracks breaks or falls apart 
Please tell us how to preserve a chamois so it can be 
used again — N T 
DEAR N T. — You could care for this chamois just as 
one treats a pair of chamois gloves. Wash in lukewarm 
water and make a suds with a mild soap. Squeeze the 
water through the chamois instead of rubbing and if 
stubborn spots remain gently use a soft brush on them 
Rinse several times in lukewarm water and at the end I 
prefer a rinse of lukewarm suds to help retain the 
softness but there are varying opinions on that last 
rinse. See which you like best plain lukewarm water or 
lukewarm suds. — FOLLY

The value of trees 


If there is one thing 
guaranteed to produce com­ 
ment at any gathering in Lom­ 
poc, it has to be the relative 
value of the trees and land­ 
scaping the city is installing 
throughout our community. 
South G, H and I Streets 
were developed a year ago, 
and quite nicely we think. 
North H Street is now on the 
drawing boards for much the 
s a m e 
t r e a t m e n t ; 
the 
e n t r a n c e s 
to 
the city, both north and 
southeast, are scheduled for 
improvement; and there is a 
possibility East and 
West 
Ocean may come up fairly 
shortly as well. All in all, we 
think a lot has been under­ 
taken and accomplished in a 
two or three-year time frame, 
and hope it continues far into 
the future. 


The cloud on the horizon is 
the resistance of 
a sizeable 
number of Lompoc citizens to 
what the city is doing with its 
tree and landscape planting 
Maintenance seems to be a 
concern most often expressed, 
and to an extent its a valid one. 
Additional equipment, man 
hours, money are going to be 
needed to care for all this 
shrubbery, and is it worth it9, 
they ask 
There is but one answer to 
that question, we believe, and 


it has to be “ Yes." 
For three years prior to 
South G, H. and I Streets being 
developed to their present 
status, a group of people 
toured to, looked at and 
analyzed other cities with am­ 
ple landscaping and tree lined 
streets in their downtown 
area. All were thriving and 
growing steadily. One such 
was San Luis Obispo. It was 
decided on the basis of other 
cities' experiences that in 
terms of landscaping, more 
was better and that philosophy 
was used as the foundation for 
the drive to beautify Lompoc. 
We are nowT seeing the fruits of 
that labor as City Council 
recently supported the North 
H Street median and landscap- 
mg. 
The 
e x p e r i e n c e 
of a 
developer in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan might also lend 
some credence to the argu­ 
ment that more is better. 
Apparently, according to the 
story, one Dr Lewis Batts. Jr. 
professor of ecology at the 
Kalamazoo College and direc­ 
tor of the Nature Center here, 
decided to see what being a 
developer was all about ... 
really. What Batts ultimately 
developed was a community 
called Parkview Hills, after 
five years the most sought 
after living svstem in the city 


of Kalamazoo, and a model for 
other cities throughout 
the 
United States. His premise 
was a simple one: this country 
doesn't need less building. 
What 
it 
needs 
is better 
building. 
By building an environmen­ 
tally sound residential com­ 
munity, Batts proved it is also 
a much better and more 
desirable place in which to 
live 
By providing Parkview 
Hills with those features polls 
show most people look for. 
Batts has created a sell out 
with a waiting list 
for 
whatever he does next. What 
special features has Batts in­ 
cluded? He provided no more 
than trees, wooded areas, 
green grass, open space, near­ 
by water and convenient shop­ 
ping. 
We recognize Lompoc is an 
existing community and a far 
different set of considerations 
are in play here than in a 
from-scratch development 
like Parkview Hills. However, 
we have to believe Batts' 
premise is on the money and 
as applicable in a 102-vear-old 
town like Lompoc as it is in a 
five-vear-old 
town 
like 
Parkview Hills. Give us trees, 
and landscaping, and open 
spaces and we'll give you a 
community of very satisfied 
citizens ... and shoppers.

Owen, the British foreign secretary, he 
was asked about the Cubans in Addis 
His first response made it sound 
almost as though he was spoofing the 
State Department The official line was 
that this was a matter of grave concern 
and he went on. grinning, I suppose I 
should stick to that But then he said he 
thought it might be a good thing because 
the Cubans might be able to put some 
restraints on the random killings of the 
dictator. Lt

Mengistu Haile- 
Marian who has put all human life in 
jeopardy 
In the Plavboy interview. Carter said 
much the same thing about the order- 
keeping role of the Cubans in Angola 
Behind this. I believe, is his distress at 
the spectacle of blacks killing blacks. To 
take that for granted as part of the up­ 
heaval in Africa is. in Young's lexicon, to 
be a racist 


This speaks well for Young's deep con­ 
vict ions. but it is naive to say the least 
Peop les 
n ew ly 
lib e ra te d 
from 
colonialism could hardly be expected to 
assume the obligations of orderly self- 
government 
Particularly, 
as Young 
notes in the interview, when in Angola 
and Mozambique the Portugese took 
everything out of their former colonies 
that was not nailed down 


Young zeroes in on Idi Amin, making a 
distinction 
between 
murder and 
genocide and wishing that Amin would 
disappear off the face of the earth But is 
Amin very much different from the 
Ethiopian dic tator0 Those familiar with 
the situation in Addis Ababa say that at 
least Mengistu is not mad He is trying to 
consolidate a re volution by the bloodiest 
means The 50 Cuban advisers 
with 
manv more expected 
now are helping 
achieve that end and. while thev mav be 


more efficient, there is no sign they are 
applying restraints 
The killings, in the view of thi- 
observer, are likely to continue for i long 
time to come It is beyond reason to ex­ 
pect that people who have lived in 
repression, colonialism, the atrocities of 
the slave trade, should suddenly walk out 
of that dark past and take on the respon­ 
sibilities of self-government 
A recent attempted coup in Angola, 
with the rebels seizing the radio 
station and other critical points, wa-« 
put down with 
a report of 
many 
killed ” 
And there are an estimated 
20.000 Cubans in Angola 
It is. of course, absurd to call Gerald 
Ford and Richard Nixon racists Young 
modified this in an appearance before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
when he said that they were

sitive” to cultural differences which 
would make it extremely difficult to deal 
with peoples ot color 
The accusations Young thi >ws about

please 
the a d ­ 
ministrations black constituency, but 


they surely do little to help close the gap 
between the races either at home or 
abroad 
Black Africans have heard for so long 
the kind of rhetoric coming from Young 
And in the developing world they could 
hardlv escape getting the message of the 
North-South conference in Paris which 
tor developing countries — most of 
Africa 
was failure to come up with 
any meaningful program. 
Moreover, some blacks have a kind of 
reverse racism; an antogonism toward 
whites that goes to the core of their 
resentment of deep-seated grievances 
and sense of inequality It seems unlikely 
that the constant reiteration of racism 
directed at whites everywhere will abate 
this feeling The kind of thinking out loud 
that Young has been doing can hardly be 
called diplomacy. 
N little silence from the ambassador to 
the United Nations is in order It would 
be welcomed by all concerned with the 
possible exception of reporters and com­ 
mentators for whom he has provided 
endless copy and comment

Within the vicinity of Berne are many 
interesting sights but we had time for 
only a few 
We drove to the little town of Gruyere. 
renowned for its cheese, and prowled 
through the old walled city and castle 
The nearby town of Avenches was once 
the Roman city of Aventicum and parts 
of the coliseum and city walls can still be 
seen 
As a little girl I can remember my 
grandfather talking about Interlaken and

Sometime 
during the evening he asked where we 
were going next 
We said we were 
heading toward Lake Maggiore by way 
of Funka Hass and St Gotthard tunnel 
Can’t do it — they are closed because of 
late snows So we had to re route our 
travels a bit and ride through an \lp in 
stead of up and over it 


We drove the car on to a covered flat­ 
car and away we went, c ¡r passengers 
and all It wasn't one long tunnel but a 
series of them, flashes of beautiful 
mountain, 
valleys and villages in- 
between 
This rid»* took almost two 
hours, passing in and out of Switzerland 
and Italy several times, ending upon the 
shores of Lake Maggiore for the night at 
Mergossa 


We were now in the Italian part of 
Switzerland, called the Ticino Here peo­ 
ple speak Italian and we had our first 
pasta, ravioli that was covered with 


seasoned tomato sauce It was delicious 
We were also in the land of lakes — 
Maggiore. Lugano and Como. I could 
have -aid beautiful lakes but we found 
pollution at Maggiore and the at­ 
mosphere was so hazy or smoggy we 
could hardly see the other sides of the 
l ikes I hope this is not a permanent con­ 
dition 


The freeway took us straight south to 
Milan where our hotel was just across 
ih< 
street from La Scala, the world 
famous opera house In Venice. Jim and 
1 staved in a gem of a small hotel where I 
had been previously and it too was next 
door to the opera house We could oc­ 
casionally hear the tenor or the soprano 
practicing arpeggios but that is as close 
as we could get to hearing an opera 
anywhere on the trip This is the time of 
the year for music festivals in Europe 
and we found it impossible to get tickets 


My advice to travelers is this 
have 
your travel agent get them for you but 
start on it early Your agent can get 
tickets for plays or any kind of perfor­ 
mance and that saves you blood, sweat 
and tears at the other end 
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
